NEW ARMY NEAR CAPITAL 


Force Made Up of Elements 
From the Front Said to Be 
Hostile to Bolsheviki. 


PETROGRAD, Sunday, Nov. 18.— 
Germany has reftised to treat for 
peace with the new osoldiers’ and 
workmen's government in response 
to a recent proposal, according to 
the newspapers here, which publish 
this news as coming from a well au- 
thenticated source. 

It is stated that Emperor William 
announced in his reply that he would 
treat only with the legai successor 
to the Imperial Government, or with 
the constituent assembly. 

In- this connection the Volia No- 
roda says it has information that 
the soldiers’ and workmen's govern- 
ment, in the event of its failure to 
receive replies from the belligerents 
by Nov. 23, reserves the right to 
make peace on its own account, aft- 
er which , if the war continues, Rus- 
sia will occupy a neutral position. 

Reports of a new army composed 
of various elements from the front 
and the vanguard of which is said to 
be close to Gatchina, have sent a new 
thrill through the city. If the re- 
ports are to be credited, the aim of 
the new forces is to release the city 
from the control of the Bolsheviki. 
It is commanded by Staff Capt. Pav- 
loff of the Social Democratic Work- 
men’s party, and already has had 
brushes with the defending outposts 
of the Bolsheviki army. 

According to some versions, Ka- 
rensky is returning with the army. 
Still other reports tell. of an armored | 
train approaching from the direction | 
of Moscow, pulling up the rails as 
it proceeds.

AMERICANS 
TO LEAVE PETROGRAD 


Ambassador Francis Tells State - 


Department He Made Neces- 
sary Arrangements. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Ambas- 
sador Francis at Petrograd reported 
to the State Department in @ mes- 
sage dated last Friday and received 
today, that he had recommended that 
all unattached American women and 
American men accompanied by wom- 
en and children leave the Russian 
capital. Arrangements had been 
made for them to travel! on the trans- 
siberian railroad in two special 
coaches. The Ambassador reported 
conditions in the Russian. capital 
chaotic, but fairly quiet. There was 
no central head of government and 
the embassy deait directly with the 
superintendent of passenger service 


of the railway in arranging for the 


removal of the Americans. The de- 
partments of Government either were 
closed or being operated without 
their chiefs. 

Francis said he feared no damage 
to the embassy. but conditions were 


iso unstable that he deemed it best to 
'get the Americans out. 


Information 
at the State Department indicates 
that here are about 200 Americans in 
Petrograd. 

A report from Moscow, sent Satur- 
day by American Consul General 
Summers, said all Americans there 
were safe. The Maximalists, he re- 


ported, had taken over the direction 


of the Government, after a week of 
hard fighting 

Basing their opinion on the state- 
ment of Lenine that the success of 
the Bolsheviki was dependent on a 
world-wide revolutionary movement 
by soldiers and workmen, officials at 
the Russian embassy today predicted 
that the followers of the Kerensky 
Government would win either 
through a military victory or through 
the incapacity of the Bolsheviki to 
make good their promises to their 
followers. 

No late news has been received at 
the embassy, but officials declared 
that the mention of Capt. Pavioff, as 
the commander of troops opposing 
the Bolsheviki, was an encouraging 
sign. Capt. Pavioff is said to be of 
the staff of the Social Democratir 
workmen’s party and the opinion was

The main Belgian army and a lot 
of the Garde Ctfvique were inside 
the ring of forts and were all be- 
ing ‘put on the road with full con- 
tingents of supply wagons, ambu- 
lances, and even the dog artillery. 
These little chaps came tugging 
along the road and turned their 
heads to bark at us with enthu- 
siasm. 

For a mile or so outside the én- 
ceinte, which has been thrown up 
around the town, the roads are heav- 


ily mined, and small red flags plant- | 


ed between the cobbles to warn 
passers-by to tread gently and gin- 
gerly.

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BEN. MAUDE. LEADER 
~ INMESOPOTAMIA, DIES 


British Commander Directed Op- 
erations Which Resulted in 
Capture of Bagdad. 
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LONDON, Nov. 19.—Lieutenant- 
General. Frederick Stanley Maude, 
British commander in Mesopotamia, 
died yesterday. ‘ | 

.An official announcement issued | 
today says Gen. Maude died in Mes- | 
opotamia yesterday evening after a’! 
brief illness. 


~ _ 


Gen. Maude was born in 1864, the 
youngest son of Gen. Sir F. Maude. 
He entered the army in 1884. He 
served in the Soudan and in the 
South African War. He later was 
attached to the famous Coldstream 
Guards, and from 1901 to 1904 was! 
military secretary to the Governor- 
General of Canada. 

Gen. Maude has been one of the 
brilllant commanders in the great 
war. He took command in: Mesopo- 
tamia after the British had been 
disastrously defeated when almost 
within sight of Bagdad, and by a se- 
ries of brilliant operations captured 
Bagdad and advanced well beyond | 
the city. 

Writing in 1907, Gen. Maude 
warned against peace-at-any-price 
enthusiasts and predicted that when 
England became involved in war his- 
tory would be repeated; there woul 
be a series of defeats which would 
eliminate the incompetents and cause 
great leaders to arise who would win 
by sheer hard fighting all along the 
line. 

Advancing from the Babylonian 
plains he captured Kut-el-Amara, 
where Gen. Townshend’s army had 
been compelled to surrender. He 
continued his drive up the Tigris, 
advancing 90 miles in two weeks, 
and last March captured Bagdad. | 
With the opening of the new cam- | 
paign this fall he pushed up _ the)! 
Tigris more than 100 miles beyond | 
Bagdad, his operations being de- 
signed primarily to defeat the ex- 
pected attempt of the Germans and 
Turks to recapture the city. 

Prior to taking command in Meso- 
potamia, Gen. Maude saw service in 
France, where he was wounded. He 
was mentioned five times in the dis- 
patches and made a Commander of 
the Bath.

It is not easy, of course, to rhap- | 
sodize on such a humdrum subject as aniline 
dyes, and yet American industrial genius has 
rarely achieved such amazing triumphs as this 
one. 

When the blockade of Germany's sea coast in |- - 
the early autumn of 1914 prevented the importa-| } | 
tion of coal tar dyes, American manufacturers | 
were in despair. At that time only seven estab- 
lishments, employing about 528 persons in all, 
were making them in this country. Even those 
made here were not considered the equal of the 
German product. ° 

Yet American chemists went to work making 
experiments and engineers began working out 
processes, and manufacturers began making ma- 
chinery, and workmen began to learn new trades, 
and new plants and coke Ovens sprang up every- 
where. In three years thousands of employes in 
scores of American factories are turning out as 
good, if not better, aniline dyes than ever were 
sent from Germany, all our own needs are abund- 
antly met and we have half a million dollars’ 
worth more than we require to sell in foreign 
markets in a single month 

Inestimable as is the value of this new industry 
in war times it will mean much more after the 
war. It is not only a means to an industrial in- 
dependence, but it is a conquest of one of the 
world’s important commercial fields.
